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INEXPENSIVE, YET PRICELESS

LONG BRANCH — Michael Wyatt is something of a 
modern alchemist. He can’t produce gold from lead, 
but he does have a technique for making rare coins 
from photogaphs, cardboard and glue. 

His secret ingredient is a powerful elixer called 
imagination. 

Wyatt, a 23-year-old graduate of Long Branch High 
School who works at a local 7-Eleven store, began col¬ 
lecting coins at the age of 12 but found he couldn’t af¬ 
ford them. Unperturbed, he came up with the notion of 
making what he calls “fake coins” instead. He cut out 
photos of coins from books and magazines, pasted 
them on cardboard, then cut them out again — ending 
up with cardboard discs that are coin-like in shape and 
size if not in content. 

His collection has been growing ever since and now 
encompasses thousands of these discs — among 
them cardboard copies of the rarest United States 
coins ever minted. These include not one...not 
two...but three examples of the Brasher doubloon, a

MARKET MOOD CHANGING

THIS YEAR looks like a good one for the hobby. New 
coins and the possibility of varities and errors should 
give the hobby a much needed boost. 

The new Lincoln cent is well into production with the 
first copper-plated zinc pieces appearing on the East 
Coast. 

The coin, conceived when hoarding and high copper 
prices were giving the mint fits, is designed to 
discourage anyone - coin enthusiasts or metal fan¬ 
ciers -- from taking thousands of the pieces out of cir¬ 
culation. 

It would have to be a really sick metal fancier who 
stashes away zinc. 

With the coin having no distinguishing mint marks, 
even collectors should have a tough time finding a 
reason for keeping the new cents in quantity. 

The change over from copper to zinc composition 
will not be an abrupt one, but rather spread out throuqh 
1982. 

The first new cents are coming out of the West Point 
Bullion Depository in West Point, N.Y. 


They will be followed by cents from the San Fran¬ 
cisco Assay office and then the Denver and 
Philadelphia mints in October, when the changover is 
expected to have been completed. 

NONE OF THE facilities is expected to produce both 
the older copper and new zinc cents simultaneously. 

Aggregate cent production will continue to run 
about 1.1 billion a month. 

Although some opponents of the zinc cent, par¬ 
ticularly those from the copper industry, predict the 
new coin will not wear well, officials feel the visual ap¬ 
pearance of the coins will be slight or even un- 
noticeable. 

The new zinc cent will be 97.6 percent zinc, 2.4 per¬ 
cent copper as compared with 95 percent copper and 5 
percent zinc of the older coin, and weigh about 19% 
less than the 3.11 grams of the piece that’s being phas¬ 
ed out. 

While the design of the coin is not being changed, 
collectors will want to keep an eye out for possible 
varities and errors popping up as the new coin comes

into being. Varities and errors are always possible even 
with long-run coins, but the chances are heightened 
whenever there’s new production. 

Weight will be a good guide as to whether you have 
an older copper or a new zinc one. 

THE NEW zinc cent will give hobbyists plenty to talk 
about in the days ahead, but so will a special com¬ 
memorative half dollar, honoring the 250th anniversary 
of the birth of George Washington. 

The .900 fine silver coin will attract attention not only 
because it would be the first true commemorative 
struck in many years, but also because it will be 
designed by Elizabeth Jones. 

Miss Jones, who has strong ties to the Garden State 
via her parents living in Chatham, arrives on the scene 
with very impressive sculpturing and medallic creden¬ 
tials. 

She’s faced with the delightful challenge of design¬ 
ing a commemorative as her very first challenge as the 
nation’s new chief engraver. 

Congress gave the nod to the new coin just before 
the lawmakers went on holiday recess and President 
Reagan has since signed the authorization bill. 

If all goes well, production is scheduled to take 
place later this year, continue into 1983, with all coins 
bearing the date 1982. 

Pegged to the price of silver, production costs and 
an add-on factor designed to help reduce the national 
debt, the actual price of the coin remains to be seen 

Some figure it will be about $8.50 to $10. 

Like the new cent, the silver commemorative was 
first proposed when the metals markets were strong. 
The price of silver has dropped considerably since 
then. 

LURKING BEHIND the cent and Washington com¬ 


memorative pieces is a proposal for a 25-coin set to 
commemorate the 1984 Los Angeles Olympic games. 

The set idea passed the Senate just before the holi¬ 
day recess, but is reported to face strong opposition in 
the House. 

One of the move’s major opponents is Rep. Frank 
Annunzio, D-lll., chaiman of the House coinage sub¬ 
committee. 

Annunzio was the prime mover behind the 
Washington commemorative. 

One of the problems with the Olympic idea appears 
to be uncertainty as to who would really profit from the 
set’s sale, how that sale would be controlled and what 
the final price would be pegged to. 

In addition to being apparently fearful that the mud- 
ding of political waters with the Olympic coins would 
hurt the Washington idea, Annunzio also sees the 
Olympic set as coming at the wrong time from the pro¬ 
duction standpoint. 

Mint Director, Donna M. Pope most likely shares that 
feeling. 

In addition to the Mint working under enormous 
pressures just to get coinage produced for true com¬ 
mercial needs, the agency, operating under President 
Reagan’s cost-cutting emphasis, also is being asked to 
see where staff and operational budgets can be cut. 

The set also would have to be designed, packaqed 
and marketed. 

The hobby gave Pope a warm welcome at the 
American Numismatic Association’s annual conven¬ 
tion in New Orleans last year. Let’s hope over¬ 
enthusiasm for new coins doesn’t make an enemy out 
of a friend. 

There could be wooden nickels - with lots of 
splinters -- in the future. 








The Ultimate Coins 
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DEALERS LOOK TO FUTURE 


THE CURRENT strong buyers’ 
market could be ending by 
mid-1982 or a little later. 

That was the opinion voiced by 
dealers in a survey on how the coin 
market looks from their point of 
view. 

Without exception, the dealers 
feel the collector is back, seeking 
out the coins that moved away 
from him in price when the investor 
came rushing into the market with 
what at times seemed like 
endeless greenbacks. 

Much depends, of course, on 
what happens to the national 
economy in the days ahead, but 
the feeling is one of optimism 
following a prolonged dry period. 

A number of the dealers see 
prices bottoming out and suggest 
that collectors do their shopping 
now. 

DAVE WILSON of Dave’s Coins, 
Jackson Township, sees three fac¬ 
tors working in the market. 

• Recession fears that prompt 
everyone to hold back on spend¬ 
ing, keeping as much cash as 
possible. 

• Comparatively high rates of 
return from such things as savings 
certificates and money market 
funds. 

• The recently enacted law that 
keeps collectibles from being put 
into tax put-off Keogh and IRA pen¬ 
sion accounts. 

Wilson said there was a holiday 
period gain in the sale of coins. 
But he, like other dealers, has a 
“gut feeling” that things won’t 
really pick up until the second half 
of this year when, he hopes, the 
country will be coming out of its 
recession. 

Asked in what special areas col¬ 
lectors should look for buys, 
Wilson suggested $1 gold pieces 
at current levels. He said that a 
Very Fine piece that was going for 
$175 not too long ago can now be 
found for $135. 

He said choice Morgan dollars 
have maintained a steady upward 
pattern as have circulated type 
coins, such as 2-cent 3-cent silver 
and 20-cent pieces. 

JULES E. TOPFER of the Mon¬ 
mouth Stamp and Coin Shop, Red 


Bank, said the collector is “back in 
the hobby in force” and a lot of 
choice material reappeared in the 
market when investors abandoned 
coins for the “newest game in 
town” namely high interest bear¬ 
ing financial instruments. 

Topfer said he’s encouraged by 
the strong return of foreign and an¬ 
cient coin collectors, which he 
feels is a sure sign that other areas 
will follow. 

Topfer agreed with Wilson that 
should interest rates come down 
to around 10 percent, rather than 
12, 14 and higher, coins will once 
again look attractive to the in¬ 
vestor. 

Jack Barnes of the Ocean Coun¬ 
ty Coin & Stamp Shop, Point Plea¬ 
sant, feels that the true collector 
never really leaves the market, but 
that he has the opportunity to 
make some exceptional buys at 
this time. 

BARNES SAID opportunity 
knocks because of recession fears 
and the fact that some of the big¬ 
ger dealers got caught short some 
months ago when they bought 
heavily during the boom coin and 
bullion market, only to see prices 
collapse. “Some even borrowed 
from banks and that money had to 
be repaid regardless of the 
market,” he said. 

Those pressures have brought 
rarer and better grade coins back 
into the market as some dealers, 
and even some high-flying in¬ 
vestors, sell off inventories for 
badly needed cash. 


ners noted that every token or 
piece of paper currency has a story 
to tell and an adventure to ex¬ 
perience. 

In inviting others to join the hob¬ 
by, ANA notes: 

“When a Lincoln cent is spent, 
can the story of the rail-splitter, 
country lawyer and President be 
forgotten?...The Kennedy half 
dollar, born of a national tragedy, 
reminds us of the spirit of adven¬ 
ture he possessed when he said 
that ‘the torch has been passed to 


“Thanks to that situation,” 
Barnes said, “the hobby is back to 
more honest prices.” 

DON TARRANT of Zodiac Coins 
and Stamps, Belmar, finds that 
with the flight of some investors 
from the market and other factors, 
coin prices “have declined to 
pre-1980 levels. 

Tarrant said evidence of 
weakness in the market — a plus 
for buyers — is that some better 
grade and rarer coins, say those 
worthy $200 and more, are going 
for half the Gray Sheet listings. 

Tarrant said some investors are 
simply holding back from making 
further purchases. He adds that he 
was astonished when others ac¬ 
tually dumped expensively bought 
coins when the market turned sour 
rather than waiting for a return to 
better days. 

That dumping and the need for 
cash has returned a number of 
high-type coins to the market. 

Tom Toman of Colonial Coins 
and Stamps, Wall Township, said 
he’s happy to see a return to a 
“concrete, firm market” after the 
frantic days of precious metal buy¬ 
ing and selling. 

“The plunge in prices,” Toman 
said, “pushed a lot of overnight 
bullion dealers out of the coin 
market, (people) who didn’t belong 
there in the first place.” 

Toman sees buying oppor¬ 
tunities in gold coins, when 
available, and early silver proof 
sets, which went down with the 
pricfe of silver. 


a new generation of Americans.’” 

The diversity of backgrounds 
that the hobby attracts is reflected 
in the National Coin Week commit¬ 
tee. 

Its chairman is an NCR software 
systems engineer.

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SOTHEBY’S AUCTION 


THE UNUSUAL always attracts 
attention. And this summer the 
curtain will be going up on one of 
the most fascinating stories in 
numismatic as Sotheby’s offers 
for sale rare tbreign and U.S. coins 
from the Virgil M. Brand Collec¬ 
tion. 

Estimated to realize more than 
$10 million, the thousands of coins 
will be sold in major auctions in 
Switzerland, London and New 
York. The first of the sales will take 
place July 1 at the Hotel Baur au 
Lac in Zurich, Switzerland. 

Sotheby’s reports that the coins 
have remained untouched and un¬ 
viewed for more than forty years, 
stored away for much of the time 
by the family in bank vaults in New 
York. They are being offered for 
sale by the Estate of Jane Brand 
Allen, a niece of Virgil M. Brand. 

Of the sale, John L. Marion, 
president of Sotheby’s in North 
America, says: 

“Virgil M. Brand was one of the 
three leading coin collectors in 
America along with John W. Gar¬ 
rett and Col. E.H.R. Green. 

“Over a period of 50 years, he 
assembled a comprehensive col¬ 
lection which spanned virtually 
every coin collecting area from an¬ 
cient Greek and Roman to Euro¬ 
pean, Asiatic and American. His 
collection was at one time the 
largest such private collection in 
the world, and probably second on¬ 
ly to the British Museum. 

“A number of coins which we 
will be offering in the upcoming 
series have never appeared on the 
auction block before. Additionally 
there are many coins whose type 
has not been seen on the market 
for decades.” 

WHAT DO WE know about Virgil 
M. Brand? 

He lived from 1862 to 1926. 

His German-born father, Michael 
Brand, was originally a partner in 
what became Anheuser-Busch 
brewery. 

Virgil eventually formed his own 
business, the Brand Brewery, in 
Chicago in the late 1800s, and that 
successful enterprise gave him the 
means to amass some $3 million in 


coins during the last 35 years of 
his life. Large sums also were 
spent on stamps, stamp and coin 
books and objets d’art. 

Of added interest, Brand, a 
bachelor, not only kept it all in his 
seven room apartment, but, by 
methodical bookkeeping, could 
put his hands on any particular 
piece without ado. 

Virgil died in 1926, leaving no 
will, and his two remaining 
brothers, Horace L. and Armin 
William Brand, both businessmen, 
became the sole and equal heirs of 
Virgil’s estate. When an attempt to 
sell the coin collection for $5 
million failed, the collection was 
then evenly divided between the 
two Brand brothers. 

In time, it was thought that the 
entire collection had passed out of 
the family’s hand, but, as so often 
happens in the hobby, a surprise 
was waiting for a later day. 

That surprise surfaced when it 
was learned that Armin William 
Brand left a major part of his coin 
inheritance to his only daughter, 
Jane Brand Allen, who kept them 
intact for sentimental reasons. 

In 1946, Mrs. Allen not only had 
the coins placed in three separate 
bank vaults, but had them stored 
exactly as Virgil had arranged 
them in their cigar boxes, which, in 
turn, were put into tin suitcases 
and then into crates whenever 
transferred. 

The coins remained in the vaults 
for more than three decades until 
the executors of Mrs. Allen’s 
estate, the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Co., reassembled the collection in 
New York City for appraisal and 
subsequent cataloging. 

MUCH OF what Sotheby’s 
seems to be offering leans toward 
the classic, but Americana will be 
well represented, too. Some of 
those pieces will include $5 gold 
pieces including 1819 and 1829 
large date; Rosa Americana pat¬ 
terns and two Higley coppers; an 
1849 Cincinatti Mining and Trading 
Company eagle; and 1849 Pacific 
Company eagle, and a George 
Washington engraved Indian 
Peace medal. 


Also coming up is a Roman gold 
medallion of Galerius from the Ar¬ 
ras Horde, one of the first of this 
type to appear on the market in 20 
years; a Greek Dodekadrachm of 
Berenike, and an English pattern 
crown of Charles II struck in gold. 

Selections of coins from the col¬ 
lection will be exhibited in London, 
Amsterdam, Zurich, New York and 
Los Angeles. Dates and 
catalogues will be made available 
at a later date through Sotheby’s. 

MEANWHILE stories which are 
surfacing in the numismatic press 
about Virgil M. Brand as auction 
details come to light raise are 
many questions about the collec¬ 
tor as the answer, at least from a 
numismatic standpoint. 

Some depict him as a loner who 
methodically went about pursuing 
his love for coins. 

Others present him as a civic 
leader and even a socially active 
collector in numismatic clubs and 
associations. 

It’s also mentioned that once he 
wanted a coin, no amount of 
money was to high, even to the 
point of buying full, expensive col¬ 
lections to acquire one particular 
coin. 

Also, we’re told that Brand 
studied every coin and that he 
couldn’t comprehend why anyone 
would buy a coin without wanting 
to know about it. But, it’s hard to 
believe that he practiced what he 
preached if he gathered thousands 
of pieces, and still had time to run 
a business. Unlike Garrett, ap¬ 
parently a much more disciplined 
collector, Brand seems to have 
lost sight of what he was trying to 
do. The diversity of his collection 
could be a reason why the auction 
will be held abroad as well as in 
the United States, giving it a wider 
possible market.

coin that brought a world-record price of $725,000 at a 
public auction sale in 1979. 

If real, his “coins” would be worth many millions of 
dollars. 

“I’d be the richest cat in the country,” he exclaims. 
“I’d never have to work again; I’d own the White 
House.” 

They have no intrinsic value of course — but even 
so, they’ve given young Wyatt a wealth of satisfaction 
and fun, and helped him acquire a treasure trove of 
knowledge. He now knows more about coins, in fact, 
than most collectors who buy, sell and save the real 
thing — for unlike people who merely invest their 
money, he invests his time, spending hours each week 
not only cutting and pasting but reading and learning 
as well. 

“I’ve learned a great deal by doing this,” he remarks. 
“I can look at almost any coin from 1800 on and tell 
what country it’s from — and I’ve found there’s a lot of 
history behind each one. Collecting coins is almost 
like having a time machine; you can look at them and 
just imagine what the conditions were at the time they 
were made.” 

The bulk of his “fake coin” collection consists of 
U.S. pieces, rather than foreign ones — and he’s partial 
particular to gold. He’s trying to assemble a complete 
date-and-mint set of gold-on-cardboard U.S. coins: at 
least one example of each denomination from every 
year it was made and every mint that produces it. When 
finished, that set will include hundreds of different 
discs — and, as of now, it’s only seven pieces from 
completion. 

It takes him about two minutes to “mint” each card¬ 
board coin. 

"I just cut out the picture, get the glue, slap it on and 
spread it all around then put the picture on a piece of 
cardboard,” he explains. “When the glue is dry, I cut 
out the coin. Then, if I have a picture of the other side 
of the coin, i slap some glue on that and paste it on the 
back.” 

Whenever possible, he uses full-color photographs 
so his gold coin discs have a proper yellow hue. But 
black-and-white photos work, too; with those, he sim¬ 
ply adds the needed golden tone with a yellow marking

pencil. 

Each of the coin discs is housed in a 2-by-2 inch 
cardboard holder, and each holder is coded so Wyatt 
can tell at a glance just where he obtained the 
photograph — from a newspaper, magazine, auction 
catalog, book or whatever. The holders in turn, are 
stored in vinyl sheets in five large looseleaf notebooks. 

Wyatt even has a name for his collection. He calls it 
“The Star Collection,” explaining that he wanted a 
name that was distinctive and “Wyatt Collection didn’t 
sound special enough.” After it’s finished, he hopes to 
get it cataloged by a major coin dealership. Then, he 
plans to donate it to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. 

“I don’t think anybody else in the country has 
anything like this,” he declares. “It’s something com¬ 
pletely unique.” 

Wyatt’s financial status is somewhat better now 
than it was at the age of 12. Even so, he doesn’t have 
much money to spend on coins — and even if he did, 
he isn’t sure he’d spend it on real ones, for the “fake” 
kind have shown him that coins...as he puts it...“are 
more than just money.” 

“When I look at a coin now, I don’t say it’s a dollar,” 
he remarks. “I say it’s a work of art — partly because 
it’s old and partly because it’s beautiful. You can’t 
spend these fake coins, but you can look at them and 
admire them the same as real coins.” 

And though they may be worthless in the eyes of 
other beholders, they’re pearls of great price to their 
clever young creator. 

“The knowledge and satisfaction I get from doing 
this are priceless.” he declares. “I couldn’t put a value 
on that.”

TO SAY YES NEXT TIME 

It has been no secret that the 
sparkplugs of many a coin 
organization have been a 
dedicated few. With only a few 
changes in title, year after year 
these few plan ahead, open, greet 
visitors and close up - even sweep 
up. They are called upon to speak 
at their club; at area clubs; even 
across the state and the nation. 

Many times the inviting club 
greets the speaker with a hand¬ 
shake, presents him a certificate 
of appreciation and sends him off. 
Sometimes they favor him with a 
coin book, a coin, a special medal 
or plaque, or useful numismatic 
accessory as a token of apprecia¬ 
tion. There is, after all, time and 
distance invested on the speaker’s 
part. 

More and more, we are told, 
clubs are “overlooking” their man¬ 
ners. Speakers drive long 
distances to speak - but perhaps 
were not notified of the recent 
change of location of the meeting. 
The certificate of appreciation is 
not there, and no remembrance is 
offered. Often club members — 
even officers — mutter under their 
breaths. “Let’s get the program 
over with and on with the auction!” 

Many of these dedicated 
speakers travel at their own ex¬ 
pense; leave their jobs early and 
their families alone to accom¬ 
modate the club. There might be 
overnight stays involved, extra 
meals or plane tickets. 

Some speakers’ good nature is 
beginning to wear thin, we hear. 
One popular speaker told us 
recently, “It makes it hard to say 
yes next time” when discourtesies 
and lack of appreciation are 
heaped upon them. 

What is a visiting speaker worth 
to your organization? A special 
book inscribed with the names of 
the members present at the 


meeting at which he spoke? A 
suitable plaque or medal inscribed 
to recall the occasion, or a coin in 
the speaker’s personal interest 
field? 

There is an old-fashioned way 
club officers can show the club’s 
appreciation to its next speaker. 
For lack of other suitable gift, 
figure the distance your speaker 
will drive round trip, multiply that 
by 10 cents and offer him — old 
fashioned cash. He may turn it 
down, but he’ll not forget that an 
offer was made. Then, it won’t 
make it hard for him to say yes 
next time.

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MYSTIC COIN POWERS 


By R. Winston Harris 

Afraid of witches and 
werewolves? Take your most priz¬ 
ed silver coin and bend it. Then, 
drill a hole through it, and wear it 
on a chain around your neck or 
ankle. There, you can relax know¬ 
ing you are perfectly safe...pro¬ 
tected from witches, vampires and 
werewolves. 

So goes just one myth about 
talisman coins and their power to 
repel evil. The bend in the coin will 
reject witch spells. Its silver con¬ 
tent will ward off werewolves and 
vampires. 

Belief in the mystic powers of 


coins is widespread. Some 
superstitions have been spawned 
from the ordinary practices of 
popular religions. Others are 
rooted in the black art’s or occult 
religion, witchcraft. Still more can 
be traced to the superstitions of 
14th century European Gypsies. 

One of the most common beliefs 
about coins concerns their 
“wishing power.” Many people 
toss coins into wishing wells or 
public fountains in the hope that 
the act will bring them health or 
wealth. This custom probably 
started at healing wells, shrines or 
springs where the desire for good 
health was the pre-occupation of 


the “well-wisher.” The donation of 
one’s coins was an easy way to 
leave a memento of oneself at the 
healing site. 

Variations of this custom in¬ 
clude dropping a coin in a well in 
the hope that the coin will 
guarantee one’s return to that spot 
at a future time. But, regardless 
the precise origin of this custom, 
we all know wishing wells do bring 
money to their owners. 

Numbers on coins sometimes 
are thought to have special powers 
too. The number “3” is believed to 
be particularly potent. Christians 
generally recognize "3” as 
representing the Holy Trinity, 
Three Persons in one God. Witches 
and sorcerers have attached 
similar significance to this 
number. In the 19th Century, they 
often used silver British 3-pence 
coins and U.S. 3-cent silver coins 
in their rituals. That’s one reason 
so many of these coins are found 
in bent condition today. Some col¬ 
lectors even refer to bent coins as 
“witch pieces”. 

One witch ritual supposed to 
bring you money is: 

“Take five pennies (four old, one 
new) into the woods at night and 
bury them beneath an evergreen 
tree.” 

Got a few tired old 19th century 
cents and a 20th century penny 
you no longer need? Perhaps it’s 
time to give them a wooded resting 
place. Just be sure you pick a spot 
today’s treasure hunters are not 
likely to check out with their men¬ 
tal detectors. 

Coins also are placed in wed¬ 
ding and birthday cakes in the 
superstition that the person get¬ 
ting a slice with a coin in it will 
gain wealth. (A broken tooth may 
be more likely though.) 

Finding coins is assumed to 
bring good luck. And, in fur¬ 
therance of that belief, putting the 
found coin in your shoe is assum¬ 
ed to multiply your future good for¬ 
tune too. 

I’ve heard that finding pennies 
can bring “bad luck.” I suppose 
that depends on the dates and 
mints on the coins. Finding a 
1914D Lincoln cent or 1925 Cana¬ 
dian small cent cannot be called

Greek mythology is because I had 
recently discovered that Greek 
mythology and numismatics do 
mix. How I discovered that fact is 
when I had accompanied my 
mythology class to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, and I 
saw a sculpture of the goddess 
Diana, done by Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens. My first thought was 
that I felt that President Theodore 
Roosevelt made a good choice 
when he chose Saint-Gaudens to 
design the coin.

coins, which it did. 

The design of the obverse of the coin shows a Greek 
goddess in classical Greek clothing, a branch and a 
torch. The Greeks and Romans used to honor their 
gods on coins. The torch is used in the Olympic Games 
which started in Greece. When the coins were first 
struck, the date, 1907, was done in Roman numerals 
which was common on Roman coins. The Capitol 
building which is in the background of the coin is an 
example of Greek achitecture. On the reverse side of 
the coin is an eagle which is the symbol of Zeus. 

With all this in mind I think it is a beautiful coin and 
just looking at it makes me feel like I have traveled

SHEETS GOING FAST

ting began the sale of 32-note sheets of uncut currency 
issued on the Federal Reserve Bank of Richmond. 

About 32,000 32-note sheets issued on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston were sold between Oct. 26, 
when the sale of uncut currency sheets began, and 
Dec. 22, 1981. 

The quantity of sheets sold with the Richmond 
designation will be approximately 36,000. The serial 
numbering system will be the same one used for the 
Boston sheets. 

The 16-note sheets will continue to be issued on the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York until further notice.
